Like what we believe to be the 
majority of Americans, we were glad 
to see President Nixon finally draw 
the line last week on just how far we 
were going to be pushed in Vietnam. 
And like a number of others that we 
have heard we are just sorry that this 
action was not taken a number of 
years ago. 
Like everyone else, 
including 
President Nixon, we would like to see 
us out of Vietnam and doubt if we 
should have ever gotten as involved 
over there as we did. But the im­ 
portant thing is that we are over there 
and have some 50 to 60,000 men still 
there. 
And in spite of all of the protesters 
and 
some 
of 
our 
Senators 
and 
presidential candidates, we do not see 
how the United States can just stand 
idly by while Russia continues to 
supply all of the war material it takes 
for one country to over-run another. 
We fail to see how our action is 
wrong and Russia’s is right. 
As for the McGoverns, the Hum­ 
phreys, 
the 
K ennedys 
and 
the 
Fulbrights, we can only say that we 
are glad that our founding fathers 
showed more backbone then these 
men have exhibited. 
Everyone of these men supported 
the action that got us involved but 
when the going got rough they were 
ready to sell out at any cost. 
And as for all of the peace mar­ 
chers, we could have a little more 
faith in their desire for peace if they 
were not so violent them selves. 
The only hope we can see now for us 
to get our men out of Vietnam and get 
our POW’s back home is for the 
country to unite behind the President 
and for him to stay with his vow to 
continue the blockade and bombing 
until our prisoners are released and a 
cease fire is declared.

HEARS PHONE PROPOSAL 
Council Votes Increase 
In Water Billing Rates 


The H am lin City Council 
voted an increase in water rates 
at its regular monthly meeting 
here Monday evening and heard 
a proposal by Southwestern Bell 
T e l e p h o n e 
C o m p a n y 
re p re se n ta tiv es that would 
permit toll-free calling between 
Stamford, Anson and Hamlin 
The council 
increased the 
minimum charged for the first 
2.000 gallons of water from $2.50 
to $2.75 and increased the rates 
for each additional 1,000 gallons 
by IO cents. The new rates will 
go into effect immediately and 
will be reflected in the June 
billing. 
The new rates for the next 
14.000 gallons used over the 
2.000 minimum will be 70 cents a 
thousand and for all water used 
over the first 16,000 gallons the 
rate will be 60 cents. The old 
rate was 60 cents and 50 cents. 
The council advanced two 
reasons for the increase, the 
first was that the city’s water 
system was not paying its own 
way because of the many in­ 
creased costs such as labor, 
meters and other costs. The 
second reason advanced was 
that the additional revenue that 
the increase would bring in was 
needed to balance the budget 
the council is preparing for the 
coming year. 
It was the feeling of the 
council that it was better to put 
the water system on a paying 
basis rather than to increase 


taxes to balance the budget. 
The telephone c o m p a n y ’s 
presentation for toll-free calling 
between the three area towns 
was coupled with an informal 
rate increase. The proposal was 
presented by Bud McCasland, 
H am lin 
m a n a g e r; 
Bill 
Gilliland, Stamford m anager; 
and Sam Ogletree of Abilene, 
district manager. 
McCasland, in making the 
presentation to the council, said 
that Southwestern Bell has, for 
a numnber of reasons, post­ 
poned a rate increase request 
for three years now and that the 
last rate increase was made in 
1960. 
The extended area service 
<toll-free > between the Stam ­ 
ford, Anson and Hamlin ex­ 
changes would require an in­ 
terim rate increase to take 
effect about 60 days after it was 
approved and another increase 
upon completion of the added 
service (about 18 to 24 months 
later). 
The representatives pointed 
out (hat it has been 12 years 
since the company has asked 
for a rate increase in Hamlin 
and that last year the com ­ 
pany’s rate of return on their in­ 
vestment was only 1.31 percent. 
The firm ’s 
re p re se n ta tiv e s 
cited inflationary increased 
costs during that period as 
making a rate increase m an­ 
datory 
M cCasland said that the 


proposed extended area service 
was being offered subject to 
approval by the three towns 
affected. 
The proposed extended area 
service would affect a total of 
7,670 phones which the company 
has in the three communities. A 
breakdow n 
of 
the 
phones 
follows: 
H am lin, 
2,220; 
Stamford, 3,310; 
and Anson, 
2,140. 
If the extended area service is 
instituted, there would be a 
combined telephone book for all 
th ree 
com m unities. 
The 
combined book could be han­ 
dled in several w ays, the 
spokesman said In the white 
pages, 
the 
towns 
could 
be 
segregated in one group, or they 
could be combined with the 
phone prefix identifying it by 
community. 
The proposed interim rate 
request follows: 
Business: I - party, $12.00, the 
present rate is $9.50. 
Residential: I- party, $6.00, 
the present rate is $5.25; 2- 
party, $4.70, the present rate is 
$4.00. 
The proposed rate, if and 
when extended area service is 
offered, would be: 
Business: 1-party, $14.50, 
Residential: 
1-party, 
$6.50; 
and 2-party, $5.15. 
The council took no action on 
the proposal and told the 
representatives that they would 
study the matter.

W imesses to a crime arc often 
asked to select the culprit out of 
a police lineup. As a means of 
identification, the lineup 
usually 
consisting of prisoners or plain­ 
clothes policemen — is widely 
appro\ eel. 
However, to be constitutional, 
the procedure must be carried 
out with basic fairness. Police 
must not "stack” the lineup so 
as to draw special attention to 
the man they suspect. 
On the other hand, the par­ 
t i ci pa nt s 
need 
not 
be 
perfect 
look-alikes. 
In another case, the suspect 
was the only one in the lineup 
wearing a black jacket. A dmit­ 
tedly. this made him conspicuous 
to some degree. But a court up­ 
held the procedure anyhow, since 
the jacket happened to he the 
m an's regular attire. 
I urthermore, even if the sus­ 
pect is conspicuous in one re­ 
spe ct, the witness may have other 
legitimate 
reasons 
for 
making 
the identification. For example: 
A burglary suspect was placed 
in a lineup while wearing dis­ 
tinct iv e clothing. But the witness 
who picked him out did not rely 
just on his apparel. He said he 
recognized the man mainly tw­ 
ins height, his weight, his voice, 
and his posture. 
The court decided that, with 
so m uch to support it, the identi­ 
fication b\ the witness was in­ 
deed worthy of the jury’s con­ 
sideration.
